inating sewage to kill bacteria 
renders portions of the streams 
near Ihe treatment plants unin- 
habitable lo fish. 


Carlos Fcllcrolf, supervisor of 


the commission's water quality 
appraisal section, said the study 
found common stream concen- 
trations 
of 
chlorine 
residual 


were 12 to 75 times greater than 
the amount needed to cause dis- 
tress among fish. 


Bui 
t'etlerolf 
stressed that 


such concentrations of chlorine 
residual usually make fish move 
rather lhan 1 killing them.
